under the bonded warehouse laws 
of the state. 
The policy usually followed bv the 
storage companies is to concentrate 
lots of a car or more and then buy­ 
ers come and bid on the lot thus 
getting the grower the maximum 
price for his clip. 
Under the storage plan the wool 
is protected from theft or fire as 
well as receiving better care in sto­ 
rage. 
Much interest is shown by sheep­ 
men who say that this year as many I 
as ten cars of wool should be con­ 
centrated and shipped from Coman-1 
che.
